1. I am a Special Attorney with the United States 
Department of Justice and am assigned to the disposition of 
the above captioned matter. 

2. VICTOR DANENZA is a United States citizen 
currently residing at the Residence Prlncipessa Clotilde, Corso 
di Porta Nuova 52, ^alano, Italy. 

3. Upon my application as a Special Attorney for the 
United States Department of Justice, the Honorable Lawrence W. 
Pierce, United States District Judge signed an order pursuant 
to Rule 17(e)(2) of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure 
and Title 28, Uhited States Code, Section 1783, directing the 
service of a Graiid Jury Subpoena Duces Tecum on VICTOR DANENZA 
by the appropriate official of the American Consulate in Rome, 
Italy or through the appropriate Italian official in accordance 
with the requirements of Italian law. A copy of the subpoena 
which required DANEIIZA to appear before the Grand Jury on 

Kay 28, 1975 at 2:00 p.m. is annexed hereto as Exhibit "A”. 

4. I have been advised by Luciano Mangiafico, Vice 
Consul for the consular district of Milano, Italy that DANENZA 
was served by Serra Livio, the Adjutant Judicial Official in 
accordance with Article 139 of the Italian Civil Procedure 
Code which specifies the procedure for personal service of a 
subpoena. A copy of Article 139 and a translation thereof are 









attached hereto as Exhibit "D". Article 139 Indicates when 
personal service Is not possible, delivering of the subpoena to 
the concierge of the building where the addressee lives will 
constitute effective service. Ilr. Livlo, In an affidavit, 
states he served the subpoena to Erajes Pilate, the concierge 
of the Residence Prlnclpessa Clotllde on toy 22, 1975. A copy 

of Mr. Llvlo's affidavit and translation thereof are annexed 
hereto as Exhibit "C". 

5. In a letter dated toy 21, 1975 and annexed hereto 
as Exhibit "E", Frederick H. Hassett, American Consul, Milano, 
Italy advised DANENZA he would be provided with a one way air 

ticket from Milano, Italy to New York, New York and $36 cash 
per diem. 

6. In an affidavit annexed hereto as Exhibit "D", 

Mr. tonglafico states he had a telephone conversation with 
DANENZA on May 27, 1975 In which DANENZA acknowledged the 
contents of the subpoena but stated his intention not to appear 
before the Grand Jury based on his belief that he had not been 
personally served with the subpoena. According to the 
affidavit DANENZA then refused to appear at the Consulate to 

be served by Mr. tonglafico with the subpoena. According to 
Italian law, American officials can only serve a subpoena upon 
a United States citizen at the Consulate office. 

7. On toy 28 , 1975 , the day on which DANENZA was 
commanded to appear before the Grand Jury, ho did not appear 
at 2:00 p.m. as directed, nor did he appear at any time on 
that day. In addition, no further communication was received 
from DANENZA on toy 28, 1975, nor at any time thereafter, 
either explaining his failure to appear, or indicating a 
willingness to attend at sometime In the future.
